FIGHTING FEDERALS 


Rebel Chief Still Fugitive With 
100 Followers, Says 
Mexico City. 


San Antonio, Tex., Oct. 11 (A.P.).— 
A denial that Gen. Arnulfo Gomez, 
Mexican insurgent, had met defeat, as 
reported from Mexico City, was issued 
here today by his representatives who 
displayed a telegram asserting that Go- 
mez is still active in a military way. 

The telegram, which came from a 
Gomez agent in New York, asserted 
the town of Pachuca had been Cap- 
tured by the Azura brothers, who were 
marching to join Gomez. The 500 
soldiers reported in Mexico City ad- 
vices to have been captured by the 
federals were not members of Gomez's 
army, but were members of the fed- 
eral army, the telegram said. 

The telegram, addressed to Amilcar 
Zentella, former Mexican Consul in 
Spain and now local representative 
of Gomez, said: : 

“Gen. Gomez is at Martinez de la 
Torre on road to Tuxpam, with three 
mixed columns of soldiers. News is- 
sued by the Mexican presidential of- 
fice is untrue. The 500 prisoners be- 
longed to Aguirre’s forces, who refused 
to fight against Gomez, their old 
leader. Code telegram received from 
City of Mexico: “ ‘Pachuca ,taken by 
Gen. Azura- and brother. Sixteenth 
regiment in arms at Panuco and left 
to join Gomez.’” 

Three Generals Killed. 

Nogales, Ariz., Oct. 11 (A.P.).—War 
departmet: advices from Mexico City 
to the Nogales Herald today announced 
a crushing. defeat of insurgent forces 
near Boquill, State of Michoacan, and 
the death in action of three rebel gen- 
erals, Armando Garza, Donato Pedrajo 
and Luis Pedrajo.

WESTERNERS ORGANIZE 
TO NAME PROGRESSIVE 


Group of Senators, ‘Led by 
Borah and Norris, Lay 
Campaign Plans. 


WILL SEEK LEGISLATION 


While formally disclaiming any 
threat of a third party, the discon- 
tented Northwestern group in the sen- 
ate formally organized yesterday under 
what seemed to be a joint leadership. 
In command apparently are George W. 
Norris, of Nebraska, and William E. 
Borah, of Idaho. Neither before has 
ever affiliated with any consistency 
with the so-called progressive group, 
sometimes joining with the old La Fol- 
lette crowd and sometimes holding 
aloof. / 

Admittedly the group looks not only 
to legislation in the coming session of 
Congress, but to the presidential elec- 
tion. It was stated that the majority 


| of the group favored the candidacy of 


Senator Norris, though privately each 
one, including Norris himself, realizes 
this would be little short of a political 
miracle. However, by Norris capturing 
the Nebraska delegation, and by the 
others controlling theirs, the group ex- 
pects to force not only the nomination 
of a candidate more satisfactory to 
them, for instance, than Coolidge or 
Hughes, but as.they describe it, a “more 
progressive platform.” 

Present at yesterday’s meeting, hbe- 
Sides Borah and Norris, were Nye and 
Frazier, both of North Dakota, and 
Brookhart, of Iowa. The group expecis 
later to have the two South Dakota 
senators, McMaster and Norbeck; the 
two Wisconsin senators, La Follette and 
John J. Blaine; the two Oregon sena- 
tors, McNary and Steiwer; Senator 
Couzens, of Michigan, and Senator 
Howell, of Nebraska. 

Senator Borah, who is thus far act- 
ing as spokesman for the group, is well 
known to be on good terms with Secre- 
tary of Commerce Hoover. Moreover, 
there is much Hoover sentiment in the 
country which reaches from Minnesota 
to the Pacific Coast. Senator Borah is 
mentioned by some of the group for 
the Presidency. It is pointed out that

A deafening roar of ayes was the re- 
sponse of the delegates to the call for 
a vote. This brought the comment 
from Federation President William 
Green that he wished the labor men 
would vote “as loud and strong” on 
other resolutions. A burst of hearty 
applause was the rejoinder of the dele- 
gates. 

Mexican Immigration Control. 


The federation late today ratified an 
agreement of its executive council with 
the Mexican Federation of Labor in- 
volving emigration restriction only aft- 
er the full force of the federation ad- 
ministration was thrown into the de- 
bate to break what threatened to be- 
come a deadlock. 

The agreement, reached at Wash- 
ington last August 6, provided that the 
labor organization of Mexico would 
petition its government to enact laws 
relating to emigration which would 
conform to American immigration reg- 
ulations. 

California and Arizona delegates to 
the convention, backed up by a Penn- 
sylvania spokesman for the United 
Mine Workers of America, fought to de- 
feat the committee’s favorable report 
and put the convention on record as 
favoring. the placing of Mexico under 
the quota law. 

The , issue involved, 
spokesmen said, grave international an- 
gles in that Canada and all South 
American countries would necessarily 
have to be put under the quota law 
if that action was taken against Mexico.

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GOOLIDGE OPPOSES TAK 


Calls on Commerce Body to 
Lend Aid Toward Fur- 
ther Economy. 


HOLDS. FIGURE TOO HIGH 


President Coolidge, letting it be 
known yesterday that he considered the 
request of the United States Chamber 
of Commerce for a tax reduction of 
between $350,000,000 and $400,000,000 
much too high, called on that body to 
bend its energy in support of his econ- 
omy program.

INJUNCTION REFUSED 
IN TAXI-PARKING CASE 


Siddons Suggests Indepen- 
dents Await Arrests Before 
Attacking District Order. 


In a memorandum opinion, Justice 
Frederick L. Siddons in Equity Court 
yesterday declined to issue a temporary 
injunction against the Commissioners 
to prevent threatened arrests of mem- 
bers of the Independent Taxi Owners 
Association, which operates 160 cabs, 
on charges of illegal parking. Through 
Attorney Alfred D. Smith, the associa- 
tion contended its members had a 
right to park anywhere that any other 
automobile was allowed to park. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel’ Ring- 
gold Hart, on behalf of the Commis- 
sioners, contended the police regula- 
tions and the organic act of 1878 con- 
tained ample authority for the Com- 
missioners to regulate taxicab traffic 
and public hack stands. Justice Sid- 
dons declared in his opinion that the 
association should seek relief in the 
Police Court after its members had 
been arrested on charges of illegal park- 
ing, and then, if it develops that the 
Commissioners lack the authority 
which the association says they lack, 
the association will then obtain relief 
from the alleged illegal act of the Com- 
missioners.

FRENCH ARE IMPRESSED 
WITH U. 3, TARIFE NOTES 


Paris Is Pleased by Decision 
to Keep Negotiations 
Out of Print. 


EARLY REPLY IS LIKELY 


Paris, Oct. 11 (A.P.).—The latest 
American communication in the Franco- 
American exchange on French tariff 
rates, presented to the foreign office 
this noon, appeared to have produced a 
favorable impression here tonight. 

Both parties in the discussion have 
agreed to keep the negotiations out of 
print at present, but there were un- 
mistakable evidences of satisfaction 
around the foreign office after the note 
had been read. It was especially agree- 
able to the Quai D’Orsay that Washing- 
ton gave strict instructions to prevent 
revelation or comment on the text of 
the document. 

In the absence of details concerning 
the American reply to the _ recent 
French aide memoire, there was a ten- 
dency in political circles and the press 
to assume that recent dispatches from 
Washington give the essence of the note 
and that it paves the way for actual 
negotiations on a promising basis. 

From indications at the Quai D’Orsay, 
it is assumed that Washington has 
agreed to get down to a discussion of 
the purely technical phases of the situ- 
ation caused by the great increase in 
the French tariff rates on American 
goods, ignoring questions of doctrine 
which might prolong any preliminary 
discussion indefinitely. Experts who may 
be called upon to participate in the ne- 
gotiations say that if such is the case, 
it will be easy for the two governments 
to come to an agreement. 

It also is assumed that another note 
from the French government may pe 
necessary before the basis of future 
negotiations are finally fixed and that 
this will be forthcoming without delay.

GIRLS ALLEGED SLAYER'S 
FATE IN HANDS OF JURY 


Locked Up Over Night After 
Deliberating 5 Hours. 


SURPRISED BY DEFENSE 


Special to The Washington Post. 


Luray, Va., Oct. 11.—After deliberat- 
ing nearly five hours, the jury in the 
case of Thomas Short, widower, 45. 
charged with the murder of Essie Bu- 
racker, 19-year-old girl, whom he is al- 
leged to have shot dead through a 
window of her home, late tonight re- 
ported it was. unable to agree. Judge 
Hiram W. Bertram thereupon ordered 
the members to continue their delib- 
erations ‘and to be locked up for the 
night. The jury is to be brought into 
court at 10 o’clock tomorrow morning. 

The trial, which was begun yester- 
day morning, moved swiftly toward the 
climax this evening when the case went 
to the jury at the closing hours of the 
afternoon. 

With the testimony concluded with 
the placing on the stand. of the ac- 
cused man himself by the defense, the 
attorneys on both sides, together with 
Judge Bertram, went into conference 
as to agreement on instructions. This 
concluded, S. L. Walton, Page County 
prosecutor, opened the argument for 
the State, followed by R. W. Keyer and 
Charles A. Hammer, for the defense, 
and George N. Conrad, closing for che 
State. 

The defense sprang surprise after 
surprise today, beginning with the 
placing\on the stand of Short. He told 
a story of having been on a drunken 
spree from which he went into a state 
of coma; recovering only after several 
days 4 miles away from his home, in 
the mountains, with a murder charge 
hanging over him. 

His counsel endeavored to build up 
the chain of evidence on the basis that 
Short had no motive for killing Miss 
Buracker, who, he declared, he was 
engaged to marry as shown by letters 
from him to her and from the girl to 
Short. . 

The State endeavored on cross-ex- 
amination to break down the structure 
of defense to show that Short was in- 
nocent of any premeditation. The 
prosecution maintained he had ability 
to recall certain incidents while for- 
getting the actual murder and circum- 
Stances immediately surrounding it. 

The defense surprised the crowded 
courtroom when it asked for an ac- 
quittal upon grounds that the circum- 
stantial evidence adduced by the State 
was not sufficient to indicate an actu- 
al motive for the crime existed. 

Judge Hiram W. Bertram ordered the 
jury to be closely guarded until a ver- 
dict was reached, and in his charge 
declared it could bring in a verdict of 
either first or second degree murder or 
manslaughter, or acquittal. 


BOY FACES DEATH 
ON CHARGE OF GIRL 


13-Year-Old Indicted in Capi- 
tal Case After Attack 
on Child of 9. 


Thirteen-year-old John Sollers, of 
Brentwood, faces a possibility of the 
death penalty if he is convicted of the 
offense for which he was indicted yes- 
terday by the Prince Georges County 
grand jury in connection with an at- 
tack on a 9-year-old Hyattsville girl. 
Indictment of the boy raised an inter- 
esting point among Maryland lawyers 
last night, and the consensus of opinion 
was that the boy could, if found guilty, 
be made to pay the penalty on the 
gallows.

Covers Wide Field: 


One paragraph of the order restrained 
the union “from obstructing, impeding, 
hindering, preventing or interfering 
with the operation of any of the 
plaintiff’s mines or from doing any 
act which would result in interfering 
with such operation.” 

The court held the corporaiton was 
entitled to the preliminary injunction 


specific fact contained in the verified 
bill of complaint and by the evidence 
submitted that immediate and irre- 
parable damage and loss will result to 
plaintiff unless a preliminary injunc- 
tion be granted, and that for such 
damage and loss the plaintiff is with- 
out any adequate remedy law. 

One clause forbids union men from 
molesting or interfering with corpora- 
tiom employes or their families or offi- 
cers and agents of the company, or 
any one seeking to do business with 
the company. Shooting at or toward 
company property or exploding dyna- 
mite or powder on corporation land was 
forbidden, as was the throwing of rocks 
and other missiles at employes or 
automobiles engaged in the plaintiff’s 
service. 

Any act which might interfere with 
the production, mining, transportation 
or shipment of coal was _ restrained. 
Trespassing on company property, 
loitering near such property or parad- 
ing in the vicinity of the mines was 
forbidden, except picket posts on roads 
leading to the workings. Such posts 
must be 100 feet from the nearest 
company building and. must be marked 
to show it is a union picket point. 


Meetings Are Allowed. 


The order made it plain that union 
men would not be restrained from hold- 
ing ordinary meetings or social gather- 
ings or meetings in union halls. 

In its decision several weeks ago the 
court said eviction cases on appeal 
would not be affected by today’s order, 
which forbids “hereafter” any attempt 
to retain company houses for strikers. 

Union men, now occupying company 
houses pending disposition of the ap- 
peals, were restrained from annoying 
or threatening the families 0” nonunion 
workers. 

The corporation posted a bond of 
$50,000 to make the injunction effec- 
tive at once. Nothing was said in the 
preliminary decree concerning the prayer 
of the corporation for damages of 
$1,500,000. 

The terminal corporation was a union 
stronghold until April 1, when the 
company posted a wage scale lower 
than the union scale, and union min- 
ers suspended work. Since that time 
the corporation has sought to operate 
with nonunion miners, joining the 
ranks of other open-shop operators, in- 
cluding the Pittsburgh Coal Co. The 
latter concern is operating a score of 
nonunion mines. When informed of 
the injunction officials of the company 
said, ‘‘We do not have in mind seeking 
an injunction similar to that obtained 
by the terminal corporation.” 


Greer Scores Order. 


Los Angeles, Oct. 11 (A.P.).—Presi- 
dent William Green of the American 
Federation of Labor, said today that the 
order signed by District Judge Schoon- 
maker in Pittsburgh, “in my opinion 
completely destroys all rights of the 

United Mine Workers employed in the 
mines of the Pittsburgh Terminal Coal 
Corporation.” 


United States District Judge Schoon- 
maker,” Green commented, “is sweep- 
ing in its extent and is a further step 
of encroachment in the use of the in- 
junction upon the rights and activities 
of the trades unions.” 

“The judge has fulfilled the tenden- 
cies of the courts to broaden the use of 
injunctions in industrial disputes. The 
right to picket has been regarded as an 
inherent right. I will say that in my 
opinion the order completely destroys 
all rights of the United Mine Workers 
employed in the mines of the Pitts- 
burgh Terminal Coal Corporation.”

Appreciation of Pioneer. 

Before she smashed the bottle on the 
nose of the ship, Mrs. Brewster said: 

“Prayers of women everywhere will 
go up for your success if you shall de- 


cide that it is now wise for you to, 


start. The hazard of the enterprise, 
however, and the question as to fruits 
lead me to express what 1 believe to be 
the earnest entreaty of Maine women 
that you “may decide to wait. 

‘I come here for this christening not 
only to indicate the cordial good will 
and hospitality of the citizens of Maine 
and their appreciation of the courage of 
thé pioneer but also with the hope that 
some words of mine on behalf of your 


sisters may dissuade you for this year 
from undertaking such a flight. 

“Gov. Brewster joins me in the con- 
fidence that you will reach a right de- 
cision, with a due regard for all con- 
cerned.” 

After the ceremonies Mrs. Grayson 
wrote a reply to Mrs. Brewster, which 
read as follows: 

“In behalf of my associates, particu- 
larly Mrs. Aage Ancker, of Copenhagen, 
and myself it is decidedly a pleasure 
and an honor to have the first lady 
of the State christen our wonderful 
ship. 

Sees Equal Responsibility. 


“While I deeply appreciate the plea 
of the women of your great State, as 
expressed by you, to postpone what they 
regard as a hazardous undertaking, I 
wish to send this message to the wom- 
en of Maine and the women of these 
United States: ‘That we fully realize 
the seriousness of our expedition and 
have fully prepared for the so-called 
hazards of this glorious month of Oc- 
tober.’ 

“In urging me not to go I feel you 
have assumed as great a responsibility 
as if you had advised me to go. The 
dawn will awake American women to 
greater efforts and bind closer the 
women of two continents.” 

Loaded first with gasoline, water and

Tonight all of Bel- 
gium is drinking her health and from 
all over the world messages are pouring 
in to Brussels from kings, presidents 
and many others‘of low as well as high 
estate.

of the approval of the official survey, 
in 1853, when this land and adjacent 
lands were ceded to the State of Call- 
fornia by the Federal Government for 
school purposes. 

Mr. Fall, who was then Secretary 
of the Interior, took prompt action to 
settle all questions concerning the 
character and ownership of the land 
involved, according to the findings of 
the Equity Court. His action in al- 
lowing the Standard to retain undis- 
puted title to the land was declared 
to be a valid act and not subject to 
review by Mr Work 


Land Sold by State. 


The land in question was withdrawn 
several times and each time was re- 
stored because no proof was forthcom- 
ing that it was known to be mineral 
in character at the time of the original 
survey. The equity court found the 
department had. ample opportunity to 
show that the mineral character of the 
land, although it is a fact that no one 
dreamed of finding oil in 1853 when the 
survey was approved and the land 
turned over to the State of California. 
The State sold the land and the acre- 
age involved finally found its way into 
the hands of the Standard Oil Co. 

Mr. Work now insists the department 
has’ a lawful right to conduct a iear- 
ing to determine the mineral character 
of the land as of 1853. The equity 
court decided the department could not 
lawfully do that and enjoined the 
Secretary. The Court of Appeals will 
now pass upon the authority of the 
equity courts to issue the injunction.

TO FACILITATE THADE 


Would Simplify and Stand- 
ardize Consular Practices 
in the Americas. 


URGE EXPEDITING PAPERS 


Several recommendations to stand- 
ardize shipping. practices and reduce 
confusion in inter-American trade were 
adopted yesterday at the conference of 
the Pan-American Commission on Sim- 
plification and Standardization of 
Consular Procedure, at which delegates 
from this country and all Latin-Ameri- 
can republics are gathered. 

The recommendations, which con- 
cern consular handling of shipping doc- 
uments, and the preparation of the 
documents, will now be submitted to 
the countries themselves for adoption. 

The conference agreed that docu- 
ments presented to consular officers by 
shippers should be certified and ready 
for the shipper in the shortest time 
possible, not_later than 24 hours. In 
urgent cases, under another proposal 


adopted, consular officers should cer-. 


tify and deliver documents in less than 
usual time, and if an extra charge is 
provided in the regulations for expedi- 
tious service, the charge should _be 
fixed in amount and should not exceed 
$5 gold. 

Other proposals adopted were that 
consular officers should endeavor to 
keep the hours of business prevailing 
in their community, and their offices 
should be open to the public as long as 
possible during the day; that the ship- 
per, living in a city within the juris- 
diction of the consular office, may 
transmit his documents by mail for 
certification, and receive them by mail, 
provided he complies with the regula- 
tions prescribed; that governments 
which do not allow private printing and 
sale of consular invoice forms supply 
them to exporters at an equitable 
price; that consular officials shall fur- 
nish to shippers information as to the 
preparation of shipments and consular 
documents for certification; and that 
unless specifically required for special 
classes of merchandise, the commercial 
description of goods should be deemed 
sufficient. 

As to the reduction of the number 
of shipping documents, the conference 
referred this matter to a drafting com- 
mittee which will report its findings 
later. The conference will continue 
through tomorrow, when it will ad- 
journ until October 24.

THE SAFE FLYING RECORD. 

The Herbert Schiff memorial trophy, 
awarded annually to the aviator who hag spent 
the greatest number of hours in the air during 
a@ year without serious accident, has been won 
by Lieut. Arthur Gavin, U. S. N. During the 
fiscal year 1926-27 Lieut.:Gavin was in the air 
865 flying hours without serious accident to 
personnel or damage to material. The trophy 
will be awarded next month by the President. 

An award for safe flying is noteworthy in 
this year in which major public attention has 
been centered upon aviators who have at- 
tempted hazardous performances of one sort 
or another. Wonderful achievements have 
been: accomplished by those who have taken 
long chances.

SKIPPING ALONG. 

George de Gasenko’s Sea Flea, a curious 
contraption which imitates the motive powers 
of a water bug, has crossed the English Chan- 
nel in 20 minutes. So encouraged was its in- 
ventor over the achievement that he predicted 
the construction of a craft on similar principles, 
capable of carrying 100 passengers across the 
Atlantic in not more than 40 hours. 

The hull of the Sea Flea is of mahogany two- 
thirds of an inch thick. Although 35 feet 
long and 18 feet high, it draws but 3 inches 
of water, and with its full load of fuel weighs 
but 2,600 pounds. With two small wings and 
a powerful airplane propeller, the craft at low 
speed skims over the surface of the water, and 
at high’ speeds almost lifts into the air and 
flits from the top of one wave to the top of 
another. The channel crossing was accom- 
plished at the rate-of °3 miles an hour. 

The Sea Flea as a novel transportation ma- 
chine is most interesting. Its practicability, 
however, is open to serious doubt. It would 
be of advantage to reduce the time consumed 
in Ocean voyages, yet additional speed at the 
sacrifice of safety is hardly what the world is 
waiting for. The airplane, even in its present 
state of development, can be utilized to cross 
wide expanses of water at great speed. Unless 
the Sea Flea is less dangerous than the’ plane 
it is unlikely that it will éver be generally 
adopted. 3 

The flimsiness of its construction does not 
lead one to believe that the Sea Flea would be 
particularly safe in a heavy sea, Nor does a 
picture of it flitting from the crest of one 
wave to the crest of another during a heavy 
storm strike the fancy of those who have ever 
seen the ocean at its worst. Im comparative 
calm it would probably be good sport to skip 
along like a water bug at better than 93 miles 
an hour. For practical travel over great ex- 
panses of water, however, the public will pre- 
fer the greater safety of a seaworthy boat, or 
even an airplane. 


RUTH ELDER’S FLIGHT. 


The country bids godspeed to Ruth Elder in 
her attempt to fly across the Atlantic Ocean in 
the airplane American Girl. She is accom- 
panied by Capt. George Haldeman, who is act- 
ing as copilot and navigator, 

Miss Elder has been thorough in her prepa- 
rations. Her plane is reputed to be of the best 
design, fully capable of accomplishing ‘the 
flight, provided unusual weather conditions are 
not experienced. It is equipped with the most 
modern of safety and signal devices, except 
that it carries no radio receiving set and only a 
short distance sending set. Were it not for the 
possibility of storms and adverse .weather, the 
venture would have a good chance of success.

FORD'S 


NEW CAR. 

Officials of the Ford Motor Co. have an- 
nounced that 125,000 ‘‘advance orders with 
deposits’ for the new Ford car, not yet in pro- 
duction, have been placed with authorized 
dealers throughout the United States, and that 
approximately, 250,000 additional orders with- 
out down payment have been recorded. The 
Ford factories have been at work for some 
time on quantity production of parts for the 
uew car, and within a week or so at most the 
assembly line will get nnder way, and the new 
models will begin to rol! out. 

The lull between production of the new 
model and cessation of production of the old 


| has been utilized to completely make over the 


Ford plant and enlarge its capacity. The fa- 
mous assembly line, formerly located at the 
Highland Park plant, has been transferred io 
the Fordson plant on the River Rouge, and its 
capacity has been nearly doubled. The most 
productive day the company has ever had was 
in 1925. when more than 8,000 cars rolled off 
the assembly lines in a single 24-hour period. 
With the increased capacity of the plants this 
record will be broken very early in the output 
of the new model. 

That some 350,000 individuals are willing 
to place orders for an automobile ‘‘sight un- 
seen’”’ constitutes a genuine tribute to the con- 
fidence which the public has in Henry Ford 
and his product. ~Usually there is a tendency 
to look with skepticism upon a new automobile 
and a disposition to let the other fellow put 
it through its trial period. The model T Ford 
was such an efficient product, however, that 
the public is willing to accept the new model, 
not as an experiment, but as a tried and tested 
transportation machine. Probably it will be 
this in every respect. Henry Ford knows too 
much about automobiles and is too careful a 
business man to permit the product to reach 
the market until it is at least as perfect as 
that which it supersedes. In the meantime 
the puwhlic is eagerly awaiting its first view 
of what Ford considers a modern automobile. 


AID TO TRAVELERS. 


The Travelers Aid Society of Washington 
is engaged in a campaign to raise $20,000 
to maintain its work for 1927-28. The organi- 
zation depends on the generosity of public- 


spirited citizens of Washington for its sup- 


port. Organized to extend help to travelers 
of all ages, conditions and creeds, but especi- 
ally to little children and young girls traveling 
alone, women with children, aged men and 
women, the blind, the penniless, the bewildered, 
the inexperienced, the friendless, the insane, 
the victims of accident or sudden illness, and 
immigrants and strangers who do not under- 
stand the language, its record of service dur- 
ing the year just completed is most praise- 
worthy. 

In 1926-27 the Travelers Aid Society of 
Washington gave help to 28,522 individuals. 
It met nearly 7,500 trains: It cared for more 
than 1,500 children traveling alone, helped 
approximately 400 old people, and assisted 
nearly 1,000 immigrants. It rescued 169 
runaway boys and girls, aided more than 700 
physically disabled, and adjusted more than 
900 financial problems. 

Washington should hasten to furnish this 
worthy organization the money it needs to 
carry on its work during the coming year. 
Twenty thousand dollars is not a large sum 
to raise from a city of more than 500,000 
population. Were there no Travelers Aid 
Society with its familiar booth in Union Sta- 
tion, discouragement and suffering would be 
the lot of many passing through the Capital. 
By aiding inexperienced and incompetent 
travelers,

Still another issue touching 
a 1927 peak was Potomac Electric Power 
6 per cent preferred, which sold in 
two lots at 111. The 5% per cent pre- 
ferred was firm-at 105%. 

Columbia Sand & Gravel preferred, 
one of the new lMstings, came out with 
an overnight gain of 1 point and five 
lots changed hands at 102, a new top 
for this stock. * Peoples Drug Stores 
preferred was unchanged at 119. Sani- 
tary Grocery preferred scored a net 
gain of one-half point for the day, and 
starting at 102 moved up fractionally 
to close at 10244. Lanston Monotype 
sold at 107 for odd shares. Merchants 
Transfer & Storage preferred started 
three-eighths up at 102% with final 
Sale at 102%.

Prosperity Factors Listed. 

Ten major elements in business give 
asSurance that the final 1927 record 
Will be favorable and also “give fore- 
cast that the beginning of 1928 will wit- 
ness a very satisfactory carry-over with 
which to start the new year,” is the 
view expressed in the current business 
review of the American Bankers Asso- 
ciation Journal. 

It lines up the ten factors of pros- 
perity as follows: 

“1, One is the agricultural situation. 
Large crops of most products are being 
harvested, exceptions being fruit, cot- 
ton and corn, but short yields are usu- 
ally counterbalanced by higher prices. 
Total agricultural income should exceed 
the estimated $12,000,000,000 average 
of the last five years. 

“Another is easy money. Current 
rates are ruling well below October a 
year ago. The reason is heavy gold im- 
ports combined with substantial pur- 
chase of Government securities by Fed- 
eral Reserve banks. A credit expansion 
of more than 81,000,000,000 has oc- 
curred, going princpially into the stock 
market. Nevertheless, there is plenty 
of credit available for commercial pur- 
poses. 

“Numerous. major industries that 
have been somewhat slack this year are 
not headed for depression, but, rather, 
for improved conditions in 19328. 

“Building construction still is giving 
a good account. Contracts awarded the 
first eight months of this year exceed-

August of all the plans of Gen. Arnulfo

night, which was his first personal 
word for publication about the revo- 
lution. 

The president said he had personally 
sought to dissuade Gen. Serrano from 
the attempt. 

The revolutionary attempt has ceased 
to be a military problem, he said, and 
never was a political problem. He de- 
clared he had made every effort to 
prevent the attempted revolution.. He 
expressed his highest praise for the 
Mexican army for the loyalty and hon- 
or with which it prevented and de- 
feated revolutionary plans. 

Calles said the important reason for 
the failure of the revolution was that 
its leaders were inspired only by selfish 
motives, had no ideals of social order 
and: did not offer the people anything 
of a social and economic advantage; 
whereas the Calles government, with 
fuH honesty and energy, has given the 
people a program of social and eco- 
nomic development. 

e only remaining thing is the 
prosecution of rebel groups of no im- 
portance in a few zones in the country 
and in the region of Vera Cruz, the 
original place and stronghold of the 
movement,” Calles said. 

The statement reviewing the presi- 
dent’s knowledge in advance of the 
Gomez-Serrano plans said: 

“Serrano, out of his wits, even went 
so far as to ask me to consent to an 
attempt to overthrow the legislative 
pewer in its preparatory sitting previ- 
ous to the opening of congress.” 

The Calles statement was given to all 
foreign correspondents arid the local 
newspapers simultaneously with the 
explanation that it had been prepared 
in response to repeated requests for

ment. 

The original plan of the rebels, the 
statement said, was to attempt to over- 
throw the government on September 1, 
at the opening of congress. The date 
was postponed to September 15, in 
connection with the national inde- 
pendence day; was changed again to 
September 27, and then once more 
postponed, 

The president said the government 
knew every detail of all these plans 
and all the movements preceding the 
actual attempt. He, however, refrained 
from action against the conspirators, 
having complete confidence in the 
loyalty of the army and clinging to the 
hope that the plotters would abandon 
their effort. 

“The government,” he said, “is satis- 
fled with and proud of the national 
army, an institution which has under- 
stood and fulfilled its duties and his- 
torical responsibilities.” 


Since August, he continued, propa- 
ganda conducted by Gen. Gomez and 
the late Gen. Serrano had been “an 
open and constant incitation to public 
rebellion and treason by the com- 
manders of the army.” 


“In compliance with their duty,”’ the 
statement added, “numerous army com- 
manders. who were invited to rebel in- 
formed me. thereof, which, with the 
secret service, afforded me from the 
beginning full knowledge of the con- 
spiracy. 

“Any doubt that might have lingered 
in my mind vanished when Serrano 
himself, out of his wits, went so far 
as to ask me to consent to an attempt 
to overthrow the legislative power in 
the preparatory sitting of congress.” 

Gen. Quijano, recently executed as 
a rebel, confessed to this plan during 
his court-martial, the president said.

Only 100 With Gomez. 


Mexico City, Oct. 11 (A.P.).—Gen. 
Arnulfo Gomez continues to hide in 
the mountains with less than 100 
followers, because of some of those 
who have been with him after Sun- 
day’s defeat have since abandoned 
him, Gen. Alvarez, chief of the presi- 
dential staff, said in a statement to- 
night. 

These remaining rebels are divided 
into a dozen or more small groups, 
scattered in every direction through- 
out the mountains with federal 
forces under Gen. Gonzalo Escobar 
pursuing them with many scouting 
parties, Alvarez declared. He said he 
had no further details of Sunday’s 
battle and no official report had been 
made of the casualties. 

Members of the presidential staff ex- 
pressed doubt whether Gen. Gomez 
will succeed in escaping but it is 
realized that it is possible. ° Gomez, 
who is said to be intimately familiar 
with the mountain country, could suc- 
ceed in concealing himself in the 
rugged ravines of the wild mountain 
ranges and elude his pursuers for a 
long time Staff headquarters are 
hoping to bring about the other possi- 
bility—the quick capture of Gen. 
Gomez. 


28 General Denounced,

| Religion can not advance until tie 
idea that the Bible is the word of God 
is discarded, the Rev Hilary G. Rich- 
ardson, of Yonkers, N. Y., asserted yes- 
terday in an address on “Bible Teaci- 
ing in Our Unitarian Church Schoois,” 
at the fall meeting of the Unitarian 
|Sunday School Society in All Souls’ 
| Unitarian Church. 

Mr. Richardson said the Bible should 
be taught in Unitarian Church schoois 
if there are persons in the school who 
Know how to teach it. He declared, 
however, that “a knowledge of the 
Bible is not necessary to salvation.” 

The Old Testament, he said, “por- 
trays a God who does things against 
every rule of social order and decency.” 
A part of the Bible si mere statistics, 
he said, while other parts rank with 
the greatest literature of the world. 
Yet there ts much of it he said. which 
is not literature. 

Mr. Richardson derided antievolu- 
tionists, members of the Ku Kiux Klan, 
fundamentalists and others “suffering 
from various forms of mental dis- 
eases.”’ 

Ballou Praises Tolerance. 


Dr. Frank W. Ballou, superintendent 
of schools, praised the religious toler- 
ance of this country. 

The meeting of the society preceded 
the opening of the second biennial 
conference of the American Unitarian 
Association in the afternoon.
